THE ENGLISH AUCTION SEASON, 
1906-1907. 

The sale of books by auction in England, 
during the past season, that is, from October, 
1906, to July, 1907, according to J. H. Slater, 
in the preface to the latest volume of his 
“Book Prices Current/’ * which he has ed¬ 
ited so ably for nearly a generation, was im¬ 
portant owing to the fact that of late an ex¬ 
ceptionally large number of very unusual and 
extremely valuable books and manuscripts 
came into the market and were sold at prices 
which even a few years ago would have been 
looked upon as impossible. American com¬ 
petition is held responsible to a great extent 
for the notable increase in the prices paid 
for rare or exceptional copies of the English 
classics, whether in printed book form or in 
manuscript. But while this in some degree 
may account for the higher average of the 
price per book it does not account for all of 
it, the increase being due rather to keener 
competition than usual during the season for 
all the books of any importance whatever.

As it was, 31,800 works realized nearly 
£134,000, an average of £4 4^. 2d., the highest 
recorded price since 1893. In that year the 
average stood at £1 6s. yd., gradually increas¬ 
ing to £2 19s. 5 d. in 1899, falling again, at the 
time of the Boer War, recovering to £3 ys. 
lod. immediately after its conclusion, and, 
during the last three years falling again con¬ 
siderably below £3. The average of £4 4 s. 2d. 
does not include the many rare mediaeval 
manuscripts which brought high prices, but is 
based entirely on the results of the sales of 
printed books and manuscripts of a literary 
character, many of which fetched upwards of 
£100, nine lots alone reaching a total of 
$86,250. 

The chief sales of the season were the 
library of Van Antwerp of New York, and 
the collections of the Duke of Sutherland, S. 
M. Samuel, L. W. Hodson and Sir Henry 
Mildmay. Of these the Van Antwerp collec¬ 
tion, containing many books formerly in the 
library of Locker-Lampson, was easily the 
most noticeable. It was at this sale that a 
copy of the Kilmarnock Burns realized £700; 
the Shakespeare First Folio £3600, the third 
folio £650; Walton’s “Angler,” the 1653 edi¬ 
tion, £1290, etc. 

However, it is not to be inferred from this 
resume that the average book stands in any 
exclusive position or that it is increasing in 
value. The demand at present, as already 
pointed out, is for early editions of the Eng¬ 
lish Classics, important manuscripts, associa¬ 
tion books and Americana. These bring good 
prices; the others, if anything, are cheaper 
than they were seven or eight years ago, and 
it is possible now to form a library at con¬ 
siderably less expense than formerly—a point 
hardly worth mentioning were it not for the 
fact that the enormous prices realized for a 
few exceptional books are very apt to create 
the impression that all alike, provided they 
are of any value at all, are fast travelling 
beyond the reach of collectors of ordinary 
means. This, Mr. Slater thinks, is very far 
from being the case; in fact, the position, as 
it is to-day, is precisely the reverse. It may 
be summed up in a few words. Very val¬ 
uable books are becoming more costly; those 
of moderate value less so, the reason being 
that the energy of rich collectors, whether 
living in this country or abroad, is devoted 
almost exclusively to the former, which, as 
they see, are fast slipping from their grasp. 
As to the latter, they can be obtained at any 
time if wanted, and there is no present need 
, to trouble much about them. 
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DOUBLE ENTRY OF COPYRIGHT. 

The United States Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals in Chicago has made an important de¬ 
cision in the case of Caliga v. Inter Ocean 
Newspaper Company, in which the decision of 
the lower court against plaintiff was affirmed. 
The Inter Ocean had published a picture of a 
painting called “The Guardian Angel” in con¬ 
nection with a charge that this painting was 
a plagiarism from a Boston painting called 
“Maidenhood/' copyright October 7, 1901. It 
proved that the two pictures were identical, 
with the exception of minor changes in the 
wings of the angel. The artist sued for $5000, 
claiming protection under the second copy¬ 
right entry for the altered picture, the original 
having been published in a photograph by 
Curtis & Cameron. The decision held that 
the rule in patent law that there could not be 
duplicate patents for the same invention held 
also in copyright law, and that the alterations 
were not sufficient to form the basis for the 
second copyright. 

The appeal was heard by Judges Seaman, 
Grosscup and Kohlsaat, and Judge Seaman 
wrote the decision, which follows in part: 

Whether the registration of October re¬ 
sulted in a valid copyright is not involved 
in the issue. Nevertheless, the conceded fact 
of such registration by the plaintiff in error 
must be considered in testing the validity of 
the alleged copyright under the subsequent 
filing. The contention in support of the copy¬ 
right is substantially this: That the established 
rule of the patent law against duplication of 
patents for the same invention is not applic¬ 
able to copyrights, because no express grant 
of monopoly issues as in the case of patents, 
and that duplications of registry for the same 
subject matter are allowable and so recog¬ 
nized. 

Neither of these contentions impresses us 
as tenable. The grant of monopoly is con¬ 
ferred alike by statute in both instances, upon 
due application, although in respect of patents 
the methods differ in the needful discrimina¬ 
tion for patentability and in the form of issue. 
The applicant for the copyright deposits in the 
office of the librarian the required matter and 
record is there made. Upon compliance on 
the part of an author with this requirement 
the grant issues. So the copyright is equally 
a grant, however simple the method of acquir¬ 
ing and, when once conferred, there is neither 
authority nor occasion for a second grant to 
the author for the same production. Duplica¬ 
tion is necessarily inoperative, as in the case 
of the patent for invention, and the authorities 
are harmonious in this view. For new matter 
only in new editions can another copyright 
be obtained. 

As the statutory copyright is acquired 
through the simple act of the author in mak¬ 
ing the deposit, the admission that he made 
such deposit in October—even referring to it 
in his testimony as his “first copyright”— 
clearly impeaches the alleged copyright of 
November, unless accompanied by proof that 
the prior deposit was inoperative. No such 
proof appears and none was offered. The 
mere fanciful change in naming the painting 
“The Guardian Angel” in the second filing, 
instead of “Maidenhood,” as previously desig¬ 


nated, cannot be accepted for a new grant of 
copyright; nor the further details in the de¬ 
scription, when those first given were plainly 
sufficient for identity. Whatever the rights 
may be for filing notice of change of names 
adopted for the author’s work, no sanction 
appears for this independent filing of the mat¬ 
ter unexplained as another copyright. We are 
of the opinion that such a course was confus¬ 
ing and unauthorized by way of copyright, and 
that the transaction cannot be upheld in the 
face of the conceded facts. 

The court’s opinion concludes with a dec¬ 
laration that under the circumstances there 
is no need for a ruling on the question of prior 
publication under the October copyright, and 
affirms the judgment of the lower court in di¬ 
recting a verdict against the plaintiff. 


PRESSMEN PERMANENTLY EN¬ 
JOINED FROM STRIKING. 

The officers of the United Typothetse of 
America received word on October 22 from 
Cincinnati that the temporary injunction re¬ 
straining the national and local officers of the 
International Printing Pressmen’s and Assist¬ 
ants’ Union and its members from engaging 
in strikes or boycotts against the members of 
the Typothetae has been made permanent by 
Justice Thompson, of the United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

This injunction is unusually sweeping, ac¬ 
cording to the Western correspondent of the 
New York Sun. “It not only restrains the 
union and its local and national officers from 
engaging in strikes or boycotts against the 
members of the Typothetae, but it also re¬ 
strains the union from taking a referendum 
vote, which had been started, on the question 
of ordering a general strike, prohibits the 
union from levying assessments for strike 
purposes and restrains the organizers from 
organizing for the purpose of extending the 
strike.” 

Since the local and national injunctions 
were applied for there has been only one 
strike of the pressmen. That was in New 
York City, where the local officers disclaim 
responsibility for ordering this strike. The 
local officials in Chicago also assert that the 
officers of the International Union will obey 
to the letter the terms of the injunction, but 
that it is ineffective and will in no way change 
the situation. 

A representative of the United Typothet^e 
said that the blanket injunction which had 
been made permanent by the Federal court 
in Cincinnati means the settling of the impor¬ 
tant question: “Can a union whose officers 
have signed an agreement on behalf of its 
members be made to live up to the terms of the 
agreement?” “The decision is an answer in 
the affirmative,” he said. “I am glad that 
this question has been settled, as it concerns 
every employer of labor who makes an agree¬ 
ment with a union. Employers must live up 
to agreements. Why not a union? If this 
case had been decided against us it would 
have meant that there was no use in making 
an agreement with a labor organization in the 
future, as there could have been no guarantee 
that it w r ould have been kept.” 
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HELPING THE STATIONER’S CLERK. 

The employing stationers of Chicago, a 
week ago, at the Grand Pacific Hotel, intro¬ 
duced an innovation at the regular quarterly 
meeting of the Chicago Stationers’ Associar 
tion that deserves to succeed and to be emu¬ 
lated by every other association of stationers 
and booksellers. Salesmen from practically 
every local house were invited, so that em¬ 
ployer and employee might get into closer 
touch and through a series of talks learn the 
advantages that have accrued through asso¬ 
ciation, and through this knowledge not only 
enhance the value of their services to the em¬ 
ployer, but at the same time improve their own 
conditions. 

No regular programme was arranged for 
the first meeting, so as to give the guests a 
larger opportunity to become better acquainted 
with each other and with the various em¬ 
ployers. 

Charles Stevens was induced to give a prac¬ 
tical talk on “Blank Books,” based on a paper 
read at the convention of the National Sta¬ 
tioners’ Association. 

Fletcher B. Gibbs, the president of the Asso¬ 
ciation, followed with an excellent talk on the 
relations between the employer and the em¬ 
ployee. 

John B. Fay, of A. C. McClurg & Co., gave 
an interesting talk, full of helpful hints to 
young men. Mr. Fay spoke of the desirability 
of knowing the statistics of the business, 
likening their value to the man who is am¬ 
bitious to advance, to the value of history to 
the statesman. He impressed upon the gath¬ 
ering the fact that the careers of men who 
succeed in business will be found, almost in¬ 
variably, careers of painstaking labor and 
study. Illustrating a point on the matter of 
discount, Mr. Fay reminded his hearers that 
when a discount of 10 per cent, was given on 
an article that cost $1 and sold for $1.25, 50 
per cent, of the profit had been taken away. 

Henry Sawtelle and Sam Mayer told sev¬ 
eral good stories, “Billy” Baxter, the repre¬ 
sentative of the A. A. Weeks Manufacturing 
Company, spoke briefly but entertainingly on 
“Class A B and C Goods,” and Harry B. 
Brooks, of the Cooke & Cobb Company, gave 
an illustration of how some men try to secure 
better prices. A buffet luncheon brought a 
very entertaining and profitable affair to a 
close.

The mechanical 
device does not in any way spoil the appear¬ 
ance of the volume or add uncomfortably to 
its weight. 


THE ENVELOPE CENTENNIAL. 

There was celebrated on October 19 by the 
postal authorities of Paris, (France,) the cen¬ 
tennial of the invention of the envelopes used 
for mailing letters. The envelope was the 
conception of a Frenchman, M. B re wart, who 
was at first very enthusiastic over his inven¬ 
tion, but found that it took the French people 
at least forty years before they adopted his 
plan. 

The first prominent French woman to use 
envelopes in her correspondence was Mme. de 
Sevigne, who, writing to another prominent 
woman, pretended that her letters were in the 
shape of postal parcels. 

In England and in this country there was 
a strong prejudice against the gummed enve¬ 
lope that survived to so recent a time as 1858- 
’59, when still many old-fashioned people as 
much resented the use by their correspondents 
of gummed envelopes—“offending them with 
their spittle” as they called it—as they spurned 
using them themselves. With the war man¬ 
ners generally deteriorated, the soldiers in the 
field found it impracticable to use sealing wax 
or wafers, and so because of its convenience 
the gummed envelope finally crowded out 
sealing wax and wafers. At about the same 
time the pounce and sand box made way for 
blotting paper—at first of very flimsy mate¬ 
rial, the steel pen crowded out the quill, and 
the old-fashioned spiral or screw top pin was 
replaced by the pin with a fixed head.

The articles, it should be remembered, were, 
at the time, unsigned. 

The magazine at once met with a friendly 
reception, and hopes were expressed that it 
might become, as the Boston Advertiser put 
it, a “ 'magazine’ of exhibition where some of 
the best fruit of our literature may be pro¬ 
duced in its prime,” hopes that were fully 
realized. 

Mr. Fields succeeded to Lowell’s place in 
“the seat of the scorner” for the ten years be¬ 
ginning 1861. “The preliminary bows and 
courtesies,” as a journal of the day phrased it, 
were now over, and the venture was an estab¬ 
lished institution. On Mr. Fields’s retirement 
in 1871, William Dean Howells, who had 
been his assistant since 1866, succeeded him. 
Mr. Aldrich, who died last spring, followed 
in 1881 for another ten years’ reign in the 
Atlantic office. On his leaving in 1890, the 
magazine passed into the hands of Horace E. 
Scudder, who conducted it until 1897, being 
followed for a period of two years by Walter 
H. Page. In 1899, Bliss Perry, the present 
editor, took charge of the famous periodical. 

The Atlantic Monthly, as we noted above, 
as originally started, proposed to be a maga¬ 
zine of “Literature, Art and Politics.” In 
October, 1865, Science was included in the 
list, thus enlarging its scope to include the 
discussion of every phase of life. Indeed, the 
unique position of the Atlantic among the pe¬ 
riodic publications is due largely if not wholly 
to its broad hospitality and to its simple adher¬ 
ence to an attitude of accepting and printing 
the best work it could secure, regardless of 
sect or faction. It is known by its editors, 
but not because of them. 

The semi-centennial number of the Atlantic, 
the issue for November, will contain a com¬ 
prehensive history of the magazine. 


The five thousand French writers who have 
published books, who contribute to the mag¬ 
azines and who write professionally for the 
newspapers, are demanding the election of a 
woman to the Academy. Twenty years ago, 
it is claimed by the agitators, women pro¬ 
vided only four per cent, of the published 
matter in France. To-day they furnish about 
20 per cent, of the copy for books and peri¬ 
odicals. They write extensively for the daily 
papers, generally signing their articles; they 
not only contribute to the magazines but 
edit and publish some of them, and many of 
their books have places in the list of the 
Parisian best sellers. If there is one woman 
writing for every five men, they argue, the 
men might well spare them one place among 
the forty immortals. Mme. Juliette Adam, 
Mme. Daniel Lesueur, “Gyp,” (the Comtesse 
de Martel,) Mme. George de Peyrebrune 
and the Comtesse de Pulega have been pro¬ 
posed as candidates, but thus far Paris has 
refused to take the proposition quite seriously. 


CORPORATIONS DOING BUSINESS IN 
IOWA MUST INCORPORATE. 

The International Text Book Company, 
of Scranton, Pa., has appealed to the district 
court of Iowa from the decision of Justice 
Roe, who held that it has no rights in an Iowa 
court because it has never filed articles of in¬ 
corporation in Iowa. Attorney General Byers 
claimed that every outside corporation doing 
business in Iowa without filing articles of in¬ 
corporation in Iowa is subject to a penalty of 
$100 per day. Justice Roe upheld the attorney 
general in his decision, and now the district 
court has been asked to decide the matter. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

TO TEST RIGHT TO MECHANICAL REPRO¬ 
DUCTION OF COPYRIGHT MUSIC. 

Victor Herbert, the composer, on Octo¬ 
ber 22 was permitted to file a brief in the 
suit brought in Philadelphia by the White- 
Smith Music Publishing Company against the 
Apollo Company to determine the question 
whether copyright music is protected against 
mechanical reproduction. Mr. Herbert’s ap¬ 
plication to be made party to the suit was 
denied. _ 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Brfntano’s have resumed publication of 
their Book Chat, under the editorship of 
Temple Scott. The first issue of the new se¬ 
ries is dated October, and is made up of 
Talks on Books and Bookmen; a sketch of 
George Sylvester Viereck, by Viereck him¬ 
self; a review of The Book of the Month, 
notes on old books under the heading of The 
Book Collector, Notes and Queries, and an 
annotated Bulletin of New Books. The mag¬ 
azine is of a handy size, printed on good paper 
and has an attractive cover. Editorially it is 
of a high order, as is all the work of its editor. 
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POST-CARD NOTES. 

Fraternal Cards. —The Continental Art 
Company, of Chicago, has brought out a line 
of fine art fraternal cards. 

Indian Post-Cards. —P. Schmidt & Co., 
Chicago, has brought out a fine set of Indian 
post-cards, reproduced from photographs 
taken by an artist who spent two years in the 
different Indian reservations to obtain the best 
representative subj ects. 

Hereafter two-cent stamps will be required 
to carry post-cards that are enclosed in trans¬ 
parent envelopes. Instructions to that effect 
were issued on October 12. Because of the 
fact that the stamps on these cards are almost 
invariably placed inside the envelope, great 
inconvenience is caused at the post-offices in 
the work of cancelling them. 

Embossed Post-Cards. —The International 
Post-Card Company, of Chicago make a spe¬ 
cialty of hand-colored embossed cards, of their 
own manufacture as well as those exclusively 
imported by them. One of their most popular 
cards is the Eugene Field series, a selection of 
witty sayings written by Field for the Denver 
Tribune , to which the International Post- 
Card Company has the exclusive rights. 

Dust and Burglar-Proof Post-Card Cab¬ 
inet. —Curt Teich & Co., Chicago, have placed 
on the market a post-card cabinet which is 
constructed with a view to protect the dealer 
against the soiling and theft of stock. The 
cabinet is well made, in several kinds of wood 
and is intended to stand on the counter. It 
measures. 36 inches long, glass front, 10 inches 
deep, 26 inches high'and incloses four distinct 
slides. The slides constitute the display and 
carry a total of 1800 cards in a series of 
pockets, holding thirty cards each. These 
slides move along the tracks as easily as if 
they were mounted on ball bearings, and the 
whole presents the appearance of high grade 
workmanship. 

Decision on Ornamented Post-Cards. —In 
the protest of the International Forwarding 
Company against the assessment of duty by 
the collector of customs at the port of Chi¬ 
cago, claiming that souvenir post-cards, clas¬ 
sified as manufactures in chief value of paper 
under paragraph 407, tariff act of 1897, to be 
dutiable as printed matter under paragraph 
403 or as lithographic prints under paragraph 
400, Appraiser Fischer held that an examina¬ 
tion would show that “the cards have certain 
printing which appears thereon, and that said 
printed matter is subordinate in character to 
the raised floral effects upon the cards pro¬ 
duced by attaching thereto pieces of silk, paper 
and other material. Some of the cards are 
composed of two layers of paper, while others 
have fibre attachments on part of the card. 
We do not believe a distinction should be 
drawn between cards where the added parts 
have been cut to the size of the cards and 
others where such attachments in the shape 
of silk or other material appear on portions of 
the card only. We hold the goods were prop¬ 
erly classified on the authority of Knauth v. 
United States (T. D. 28184), wherein it is 


held that lithographic prints as provided for 
in paragraph 400 of the tariff, do not include 
a print which has been pasted upon cardboard, 
embossed, and cut out to form a wall pocket, 
but that such articles are properly dutiable 
under the provisions for manufactures of pa¬ 
per. The board has as well passed upon cards 
of the same dutiable character as those now- 
under consideration, in G. A. 6547 (T. D. 
2 7935), wherein it was held that cards made 
by pasting together two or more layers of 
paper were dutiable as manufactures of paper, 
and those made of paper and silk were dutia¬ 
ble as manufactures of silk. The souvenir 
post-cards in this case are in chief value of 
paper; and following the above-mentioned de¬ 
cision and on the authorities therein cited, we 
overrule the protest and affirm the decision of 
the collector. ,,

Walter A. Johnson, who purchased the 
Pour-Track News from George H. Daniels 
and founded The Travel Magazine as its suc¬ 
cessor, has spent the last half year in travel, 
and will shortly become business manager of 
The International Studio, published by the 
John Lane Company. 

The Ideal Book Builders, .401 Lakeside 
Building, Chicago, announce a patented shape- 
book entitled “Moving Bear Teddies.” The 
book is 6x11 inches in size, and is cut out on 
the lines of a Teddy Bear cub. It has six¬ 
teen pages of catchy verses and clever pic¬ 
tures in bright colors, with a movable picture 
combination showing 120 different pictures. 

Not a few of the English readers of “2835 
Mayfair,” by Frank Richardson, (published 
in this country by Mitchell Kennerley,) have 
taken the trouble to call mp that number in 
London, rather expecting to hear the reply 
“no such number.” Instead of this they have 
been surprised to hear that not only is “2835 
Mayfair” an actual number, but is also the 
call of Mr. Richardson himself.

tirement. 

D. Appleton & Co. will publish on Novem¬ 
ber 1 “A King in Rags,” a new story by 
Cleveland Moffett, author of “Careers of Dan¬ 
ger and Daring,” etc., in which the author 
with much humor and pathos, and a very 
full knowledge of the facts, gives a glimpse of 
the seamy side of New York life; “When 
Men Grew Tall,” by Alfred Henry Lewis, au¬ 
thor of “Wolfville,” etc., who in the most orig-

self in the intricacy of his plot, which com¬ 
mences with the disappearance of a bride at 
Elizabeth, N. J., upon her wedding day; also, 
“Words to the Wise—and Others,” by Miss 
Ellen Burns Sherman, whose “Taper Lights,” 
(now also to be taken over by Plenry Holt 
& Co.,) were described by the conservative 
Boston Transcript as “a marvellously brilliant 
collection of subtle and fascinating essays.” 
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Baker & Taylor Co. announce in prepara¬ 
tion a series to be called the Child's Guide 
Scries, in which in uniform volumes, attrac¬ 
tively printed and strongly bound, a child may 
be guided through all the realms of knowledge. 
The volumes thus far arranged for are “The

The Franciscan Fathers at St. Michaels, 
Arizona, propose to publish the “Dictionary 
of the Navajo Language,” upon which they 
have been engaged for the past ten years. 
The dictionary will contain a series of articles 
on Navajo religion, ceremonies, arts, indus¬ 
tries, each to be followed by a list of the 
Navajo terms employed therein, with more 
or less detailed explanation. This descrip¬ 
tive text will comprise articles on the in¬ 
dustries, weaving, dyeing, silver working, bas¬ 
ket making, etc. In addition, it will con¬ 
tain lists of Navajo names of persons and 
places, star names, names of plants and ani¬ 
mals. The work may be best described as 
an ethnologic dictionary. It is proposed to 
print it at St. Michaels, Arizona, and to 
issue it with the imprint of the St. Michaels 
press. The edition will be limited to not 
more than 200 numbered copies, of which 
only 180 will be sold. The price will be $5 
per copy, payable on delivery. Stewart Culm, 
of the Brooklyn Institute Museum, Eastern 
Parkway, Brooklyn, N. Y., will take orders 
for the book. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. will publish to-day “The 
Cathedral Cities of France,” by Herbert and 
Hester Marshall, illustrated in color, uniform 
with “The Cathedral Cities of England,” is¬ 
sued two years ago; “Historic Landmarks of 
America,” in which Plymouth, St. Augus¬ 
tine, Bunker Hill, Yorktown, etc., are de¬ 
scribed by great writers, the selections being 
made by Esther Singleton, handsomely illus¬ 
trated; “The Intelligence of the Flowers,” by 
Maurice Maeterlinck, a charming essay with 
a particularly attractive cover and marginal 
decorations by Edgar Fisher; “Under the 
Laurels,” a volume of poems by Frederic 
Crowninshield; “Hilda and the Wishes,” by 
Harry Thurston Peck, a bewitching story of 
two little girls, a companion volume to “The 
Adventures of Mabel,” in which the serious 
professor at Columbia University first be¬ 
trayed his unsuspected talent as a writer of 
romance for the very young; also, “Good 
Bridge,” by the authority of Charles Stuart 
Street, still another contribution to the fast 
growing literature of the game that has be¬ 
witched card players of every clime.

forest by the side of a Wisconsin lake. By 
word and picture the handsome volume tells 
of the succession of flowers, shrubs, birds 
and other animate life, and it will appeal to 
the lover of the harmonious in its descriptions 
of the readjustments of nature to the grand 
scheme of a pleasing whole effect planned by 
the happy laborers on their fine estate evolved 
from wildest nature. Among the latest pub¬ 
lications of the house are “A Book of Joys: 
the Story of My New England Girlhood 
Home,” by Lucy Fitch Perkins; “Literary 
Rambles in France,” by M. Betham Edwards; 
“Improving Songs for Anxious Children,” by 
John A. and Rue Carpenter; and “A Book of 
Nursery Songs and Rhymes,” edited by S. 
Baring-Gould. 

The Macmillan Company have ready this

similar to those of Rae, Bohm-Bawerk, Lan¬ 
dry and others, contains some original feat¬ 
ures, in particular the introduction of the con¬ 
cept of the “income stream;” “The Dancing 
Mouse,” by Dr. Robert M. Yerkes, embodying 
the results of a remarkable psychological and 
physiological study; “New Theology Ser¬ 
mons,” by Rev. R. J. Campbell; “The Lakes of 
Northern Italy,” by Richard Bagot; “The 
Man-Eaters of Tsavo, and Other East Afri¬ 
can Adventures,” by Colonel J. H. Patterson; 
“Celebrated^ Crimes,” vol. 1., by Alexandre 
Dumas; “The Letters of Dean Hole;” also, 
“VaginorPeritoneal Operations,” by E. Wert- 
heim and Th. Micholitsch, translated by Cuth- 
bert Lockyer, M.D. 

Moffat, Yard & Co. have nearly ready 
“Our Girls,” the Christy book of this season, 
made up of selected poems about American 
girls whom the artist pictures in the style of his 
popular “American Girl” of last year; “The 
Music Lover,” by Henry van Dyke, for which 
Ivanowski has made a frontispiece in colors, 
picturing the hero listening enraptured to Beet¬ 
hoven’s Fifth Symphony; a second edition of 
“The House of the Vampire,” in which George 
Sylvester Viereck exploits his theory of the 
two kinds of genius, the one which originates, 
the other that concentrates, and relegates to 
the latter class Shakespeare, Goethe, Bernard 
Shaw, Walter Pater and President Roosevelt; 
also, an Author's edition of “Helen’s Babies,” 
with introduction by the author, telling the 
history of this wonderfully popular book. It 
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is interesting that the theory worked into 
William Frederick Dix’s “The Lost Princess” 
of soul-harps to reveal personality and in mu¬ 
sic or discord to record character has now 
been elaborated as a scientific fact by Pro¬ 
fessor Hugo Miinsterberg, the famous psy¬ 
chologist of Harvard University, who has in¬ 
vented a machine to record human emotions 
and test truth and falsehood to be used in the 
detection of criminals. 

The great pulpiteers have usually made per¬ 
manent their work by the publication of some 
great series of books. Such were the “Ser¬ 
mon Bible” of Joseph Parker, the “Sermons 
Notes” and “Treasury of David,” by Spur¬ 
geon, and “The Plymouth Pulpit,” by Beecher. 
Dr. G. Campbell Morgan’s lectures on the 
Bible before great conventions on both sides 
of the Atlantic and his preaching in the West¬ 
minister Church, London, has given him the 
right to be considered one of the greatest pop¬ 
ular Bible teachers of the time. He now pro¬ 
poses to crystallize his twenty years of study 
in an “Analysis of the Bible,” containing prob¬ 
ably twenty volumes, of which his American 
publishers, (Fleming H. Revell Company,) 
announce the early publication of volumes 1., 
11. and hi. His plan, as outlined in his preface 
to the first volume, is to “endeavor to discover 
the. content and message of the divine library. 
It is of the utmost importance in the study of 
any book in the divine library to gain primar¬ 
ily a broad and general idea of the scope and 
main structure thereof. In the first three vol¬ 
umes of ‘The Analyzed Bible’ the Old and 
New Testaments are to be passed in general 
review. The subsequent volumes will deal 
with the books of the Bible more fully, but 
always in broad outline.” 

The John Lane Company have just ready 
“The Heart of Gambetta,” by Francis Laur 
and Violette Montagu, with a photogravure 
frontispiece and other illustrations. M. Laur, 
formerly a deputy and personal friend of 
Gambetta’s, gives a detailed account of the 
great statesman’s relation with the mysterious 
“Madame L. L.” This relation, only known 
to Gambetta’s most intimate friends, at the 
time of his death gave rise to many erroneous 
reports. M. Laur, in his interesting volume, 
reproduces the love letters of the “Lion 
amoureux,” which appeared early last spring 
in the Revue de Paris , and caused such a sen¬ 
sation in the French literary world. These 
letters are judged worthy to be compared with 
Mirabeau’s letters to Sophie and Camille Des¬ 
moulins’ letters to his Lucile. They have also 
just ready “Companions in the Sierra,” the ro¬ 
mance of a modern Don Quixote, by Charles 
Rudy, with a preface by R. B. Cunninghame 
Graham; and “Conclusions of an Every-day 
Woman,’’ by Hildegarde Gordon-Brown, who 
writes with common sense and clever insight 
on snobs and such topics as “The Origin of 
Marriage,” “The Ladies’ Debating Society,” 
“The Mantle of Self-Satisfaction,” “The Man 
Who Wished to See the Bridge Party,” “Ad¬ 
vice to an Every-day Woman,” etc. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons will publish on No¬ 
vember 1 “The Emily Emmins Papers,” by 
Carolyn Wells, in which the witty author of¬ 


fers sketches of travel and of the social and 
other experiences which the young lady who 
gives the book its title met with in London 
and elsewhere. This will be followed by “A 
History of Nursing,” by Lavinia L. Dock, sec¬ 
retary of the American Federation of Nurses, 
etc., and M. Adelaide Nutting, superintendent 
of nurses at the Johns Hopkins Hospital, 
which treats of the evolution of the methods 
of the care for the sick from the earliest times 
to the foundation of the first English and 
American training schools for nurses, amply 
illustrated and with a comprehensive bibliog¬ 
raphy of nursing and hospital history; “A 
Princess of Intrigue—Mme. de Longueville 
and her Times,” by H. Noel Williams, author 
of “Five Fair Sisters,” in which is traced the 
eventful career of the beautiful and accom¬ 
plished Anna Genevieve de Bourbon, daugh¬ 
ter of Henri de Bourbon, and sister of the 
great Conde, in which all the great figures of 
the period of the last years of Louis xiii.’s 
reign and the early part of that of the Grand 
Monarque play a part; also, “Elizabeth and 
Philip, or, the Whole Story of the Spanish 
Armada,” by Martin Hume, which contains a 
mass of new matter on the Spanish invasion 
of England much of which has not heretofore 
been published. 

Small, Maynard & Company have just 
ready one of the most important books on the 
growing subject of psychical research, by a 
scientist of world-wide fame, whose name 
gives authority and immediate standing to a 
book on this subject. The title of the volume 
is “Mysterious Psychic Forces,” and the au¬ 
thor is Camille Flammarion, who is the direc¬ 
tor of the Observatory of Juvisy, founder of 
the Astronomical Society of France and au¬ 
thor of “The Unknown.” In the present vol¬ 
ume the author has comprehensively reviewed 
the work done by European scientists in their 
attempt to investigate these unknown forces, 
treating, particularly of what in psychical re¬ 
search is classified as physical phenomena, 
stch as telekinesis—the movement of objects 
not due to any known force—and other allied 
phenomena, including raps, visible as well as 
tangible appearances,, etc. The book furnishes 
detailed records of his own study of the cele¬ 
brated medium, Eusapia Paladino. Tt also 
contains accounts of the investigations of such 
men as Professors Charles Richet, Caesar 
Lcmbroso, Enrico Morselli, Porro, Thiory, 
Aksakof, Sir William Crookes, Sir Alfred 
Russel Wallace and many others. This vol¬ 
ume, together with Plereward Carrington’s 
“The Physical Phenomena of Spiritualism,” 
are the two books which are being added this 
year to the series on psychical research taken 
over by Small, Maynard & Company with the 
business of Herbert B. Turner & Company—a 
line of publications which it is proposed to 
continue and to develop in the future. 

The McClure Company publish to-day 
“Wards of Liberty,” by Myra Kelly, who 
has studied her subject in New York’s Ghetto" 
and describes with humor and pathos Jewish 
life and what we owe these “wards of liberty” 
in our community, while Frederic Dorr Steele 
illustrates her stories in two colors; “Kilo,” 
by Ellis Parker Butler, a humorous little 
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novel which takes its title from a small town 
in Iowa, which is the scene of the fanciful 
whimsicalities of the author of “Pigs is Pigs”; 
“The Free Lances/’ a series of ripping sea 
stories by Capt. Jack Brand, formerly of 
United States Navy, full of pirates, privateers, 
freebooters, filibusters and sailors of fortune; 
and “John o’ Jamestown,” by Vaughan Kes- 
ter, a readable novel of the romantic early 
days of the first English settlement on Amer¬ 
ican soil, most timely in view of the ter¬ 
centenary celebrated last summer. On Octo¬ 
ber 30 will be ready “Arizona Nights,” by 
Stewart Edward White, describing the many 
characters that met in the desert and the 
weird tales they told around the Arizona 
campfire; the long-promised “Reminiscences 
of Carl Schurz,” fully illustrated with por¬ 
traits, contemporary engravings and original 
drawings, a most important contribution to 
American biography and history; also, “North¬ 
western Fights and Fighters, 1876-1900,” by 
Cyrus Townsend Brady, being the fifth vol¬ 
ume in the American Fights and Fighters 
series and dealing with two of the most 
remarkable Indian wars in which this coun¬ 
try has engaged—the Modoc War and the 
flight of the Nez Perces under Chief Joseph. 
Mrs. George Madden Martin, author of 
‘Emmy Lou,” will have ready for the 30th inst. 
“Letitia: Army Corps, U. S. A.,” illustrated 
by Frederic Dorr Steele, another fascinating 
study of child life in which there is introduced 
the anti-canteen movement as it was worked 
by an elderly aunt of Letitia’s. 

A. Wessels Company announce an inter¬ 
esting volume on “The Savage Club—a med¬ 
ley of history, anecdote and reminiscence,” 
by Aaron Watson, with a chapter by Mark 
Twain. The history of the Savage Club, 
which has never before been written in full, 
is, within a limit of fifty years, almost that 
of the artistic and literary life of England. 
Mr. Watson’s book tells of the many men 
distinguished in literature, art, music and 
the drama who have been, or still are, mem¬ 
bers, and is. full of good stories. It deals 
with the King’s intimate connection with 
the club, with the great occasion on which 
Mr. Gladstone was the principal guest, and 
with many other incidents which have be¬ 
come historic. It contains a large number 
of illustrations by well-known artist mem¬ 
bers. In the special chapter contributed by 
Mark Twain, the famous humorist gives a 
lively and characteristic account of an early 
visit to the club. They also announce “Sir 
Rowland Hill, the Story of a Great Reform,” 
by his daughter, Eleanor C. Smyth, which 
deals with the great postal reform planned 
and, after long striving, established by Sir 
Rowland Hill. It is a story which, being now 
almost forgotten, deserves to be told afresh, 
as it shows what one resolute, clear-headed 
man can accomplish; and, further, how vast, 
not to say revolutionary, a change was made 
when the clumsy old postal system was 
swept away and the new one put in its 
place. The chapters relating to Sir Row¬ 
land’s official life having been partly super¬ 
vised by his son, may be depended upon for 
accuracy, and the narrative as a whole has 


the personal touches which come from the 
close intimacy of a daughter. Other volumes 
to be brought out by the Wessels Company 
are “The Awakening of a Race,” by George 
E. Boxall, author of “The Anglo-Saxon,” 
etc., in which the author traces out briefly 
the tendencies of thought in civilized coun¬ 
tries at the present time with a view to 
estimating the probable trend of events in 
the near future; also, “Great Minds at One— 
a Year’s Parallels in Prose and Verse,” com¬ 
piled by F. M. Hornby, which gives a series 
of thoughts for every day in the year, the 
passages selected for each day conveying in 
varying expression the same idea, the season 
and the dates of memorable events having 
to some extent guided the arrangement.
